The Bridge Will Pay. 


When the old mail coach ran between Bris- 


tol, Langhorne, Newtown, etc., until within 
a few months ago, it wii.'i considered a good 
day's business when the two seats were occu- 
pied coming to or going from Bristol. 
The 


idea of a trolley line paying was laughed at 
by sonic, saying that there was hardly 
enough travel between these points, to allow 
the one-horse stage to pay for a new set of 
harness each year. The trolley came last 
fall, and it paid well from the first dny of 
operation. 


On the streets of Bristol can be heard (he 


same remark relative lo Ihe new bridge, "ll 
will not pay, the ferry-bnnl can carry all (lie 
passengers." 
The ferry-boat is very handy, 


it is true, when it runs, but it cannot be on 
both sides of die river at the same lime. 
When the river is frozen over il does not run 
at all, all passengers must go and come by 
Ihe way of Philadelphia or Trenton, unless 
they wish to risk Iheir life in a small ba'tonu. 
This morning the Burlington passengers 
waited over an hour for the boat to put in an 
appearance to carry them across. 
But there 


was no boat; it was being inspected and 
could not leave (ha wharf. 
The regular pas- 


sengers who come over to Bristol lo work 
each morning were allowed to shift for them- 
selves, and had the pleasure of rowing across 
the river and paying $1.50 for their trouble. 
With all of these occurrences, new fangled 
aulomatic ticket collecting apparatus, etc.. 
the ferry-boat is considered a paying invest- 
ment. 


If Ihe trolley line could pay between Bris- 


tol und a small place like Langhorne, when 
a one-horse stage used lo convey all the pas- 
sengers between thasc points, how much 
more would the bridge across the river pay, 
when it takes a boat like the ferry to accom- 
modate the travel? It has been stated that 
the bicycle travel would almost defray the 
running expenses of (he bridge. 
All the 


wheelmen from Burlington and south thereof 
who wished to go to Trenton or New York 
will use the bridge on account of die shorter 
distance to be traveled. 


Burlington and Bristol are the largest 


towns in their respective counties and lie 
right opposite, but their citizens are not ac- 
quainted with each other, but 
how long 


would they remain so if the two towns were 
connected by a trolley over a bridge".

All 
is peaceful willi her in the shrouded vale of 
silence.

friend, Miss Booz. I beg to assure you that 
it is with a profound sense of gratification, 
(since I am called upon to mourn her un- 
timely death), that I pen this small tribute 
of respect to the memory of one whom I had 
learned to know so well and appreciate so 
highly. 


My first acquaintance with Miss Booz be- 


gan nearly twenty-four years ago, when I 
was called to Bristol to take charge of the 
public schools which were then iu a very 
disorganized and chaotic condition. In the 
arduous work of regradiug and formulating 
a course of study I found her suggestions, so 
modestly ventured and given, exceedingly 
valuable and helpful. I found her always 
fertile in expedients and quick to discern 
the best interests of school work.

A new school system has sprung into ex

tried. 


Tho Kingsville system gives to every pup: 


iu the township, no matter how remote hi 
home may be, a graded school ediicatioi 
This is accomplished by means of coachos 
which stop at the door of each house morn 
'.ng and evening, carrying the children 
und from a graded school at tho center o 
Hie township. 
The schools in each distric 


of that lownship are thus abolished. Insleiu 
of the ill-heated, ill-vontilated small fram 
building with low roof, the children enjoy 
tlie advantages of a large brick high schoo 
building. 
So numerous are those smal 


school houses—for there ig ono in every dis 
tiict—that to see thorn entirely abandoned 
reminds one of the fate of the ancient log 
cabin, a few of which still stand in parts o 
the Western reserve. 


now COACHES AUB HUN. 


Not only the disadvantage of bad ventila- 


tion and ill-heat of the old buildings is con- 
xidered in making this radical change but 
olio the advantages of a graded school edu- 
cation, 
In the districts, as a rule, only in- 


ferior teachers could bo employed for the 
salaries paid. These teachers were constant- 
ly changing from one school to another. No 
sooner would a teacher become acquainted 
with the studies, the pupils and their capa- 
bilities than a change would occur. 
One 


class must be heard iu a room where per- 
haps five other classes would be studying. 
The problem iiow best to overcome these de- 
ficiencies in the country schools has long 
been undecided, and to the projectors of the 
new plan many congratulations are pouring 
iu. 


The coaches used for transportation are 


built according to certain instructions given 
by the board of education. 
They are made 


so that the sides, front and back can be 
opened in warm weather and closed in win- 
ter. The removable covering is made of 
rubber. The driver is also protected, while 
a window in the front curtain allows him to 
sen out. 
Th« coaches vary in size, but the 


average seating capacity is for twenly-five 
children. 


No coach conies from a greater dislanc 


than four miles. Tho driver must start i 
time to reach the central school before tl 
hour of calling the morning session an 
muni be on hand when school is out in tl 
afternoon. 
They must stop at tho home 


each scholar in the district, but if the chil 
is not ready tiie coach moves on and th 
pupil is marked tardy. This system ha 
phii'ed such a premium on punctuality Ilia 
in three years past there has been but on 
cas« of tardiness from the outlying districts 
while in tho central districts, where tl 
children walk to school, there have bee 
mnny cases during (he same period. 


BIDS EXTERKI) tOR CONVEYANCES. 


U is a novel sight to see coaches drawn b. 


teams of horses pull up in front of Kings 
villo's brick school building at a stated tini 
each day and to see the little folks from th 
distant country jump from tho conveyance 
to t lie large stone steps. Still more novel i 
it to hear the blasts of the fish-horn or th 
tone ol a bell used by the driver to warn th 
pupils of the approach of the school hack 


At the beginning of each school year bid 


for cairying the children ore received by 
the school board. Each driver owns his owi 
coach. 
The lowest bidders get the contracti 


over many competitors. At an average cos 
of not exceeding $1.05 a day tho coaches and 
drivers have been engaged. 


Five teachers are sufficient now, whereas 


in separate districts seven were employed 
The cost of heating and maintaining four 
school houses in outlying districts is also

avoided. Thus the saving to taxpayers 
by no means a small item in considering th 
plan. 
In three years it was found to save 


Kingsville township $1000. The expense 
per capita was reduced from $22.75 to $12.- 
26. More permanent improvements were 
made daring those three years than had ever 
been made before. 


ATTKNrAJJOB IS UREATLY AUOMKSTED. 


A major feature of the new system is the 


attendance record. Because of the manifold 
inconveniences of a district school, scores of 
parents preferred to keep their children at 
home. The "Kingsville system" meets with 
the hearty approval of all and therefore 
gains of from 60 to 160 per cent, in attend- 
ance are reported. The health of the pupils 
is a feature worth noting. Along Lake Erie, 
•where liard colds are so prevalent, the plan 
of protecting children from the home to the 
school has resulted in a higher standard of 
health among them. 


—Mrs. Leland Stanford has signed a 


contract by which her life is insured for 
$1,000,000. The'policy, which is said to be 
the largest ever issued, is written by a New 
York company. 


By the terms of tho contract Mrs. Stanford 


is to pay an annual premium of $170,000 
and upon her death $1,000,000 will be paid 
by the company to the Leland Stanford, Jr., 
University of California.

THE.6E FIERCE BUT GRACEFUL BIRDS 


AND THEIR PREY. 


In the Middle Ages a Species of Bavfk 


Called "Nobl« Falcond" Were Trained 
IlHntom—Tho Several Kinds and Their 
Mrthodfi of Attack—Con Cateh DuckH. 


Back In tho middle apes, before the dis- 


covery of gunpowder, hunting with the 
aid uf the falcon wua ascoiniuuii us It now 
Is with guns tmd dogs. 
The bird funcioTS 


of those days named n. ctrtfiln #roup of 
«awks tho "noble" fnlrutib." 
Th«,e coin- 


priHi d the loiitf winded hmvkH, which take 
their quarry while it Is in motion, never 
appronehing it sU'nlthily, hut always inaU- 
iug inoir presence known by Hying aloft, 
while wutehing for n chance to sweep 
downward upon the prey. 


To tho naturalist there are few eights oi 


moro absorbing interest than to watch oue 
of those noble falcons while pursuing a 
chosen victim. Yet it is anything but an 
easy task to keep an eye upon it, in case 
16 extends its search for a meal over a large 
extent of country. If, however, the falcon 
Is hunting through an open valley, the 
naturalist, mounted on a tall tree or build- 
Ing, has a favorable opportunity to watch 
It, especially If aided by a powerful Hold- 
glass. Every motion of the bird may thus 
tic sc on to advantage, except purhujis its 
sudden downward dash when its quarry is 
discovered. 


Tl 10 smallest of our winged fannn, the 


tiny "dicky birds,"as our English friends 
call them, the sparrows, wrens and tiny 
tiy catchers, dread the handsome and active 
epurrow bawk as their most inveterate foe. 
Almost tlmifihlikc in sine, color and easy 
flight—when not in a hurry—this smallest 
of the no bio falcons IH not i-asily duU-cwil 
most as euro oThib victim as uro his hirgui 
relal h es. 


The pigeon hawk, a pize larger than the 


sparrow hawk, is equally swift, ferocious 
and death dealing. 
Still more dreaded 


perhaps by tho smaller birds is the sharp 
shinned hawk. Its larger cousin, tho cociii- 
er's hawk, Is an active hunter of more siz- 
able prey, such as tho wild and tame 
ptgt'ipiis, half grown lurnyunl fowls, cloves, 
quails and grouso. 


Tliero is really little chance to escape 


from tho omot of these two formidable 
hunters. 
Like a swift winged fato, they 


seldom come but to kill, and tho anxious 
mother bird knows not which of her flock 
will be taken. These hawks, when not 
poising aloft, fly silently through tho 
woods, or low over tho open fields and 
thickets, arid their pre&enco is seldom sus- 
pected until they are right upon their prey. 
Then comes a swift stroke, a clutch of tho 
long, keen talons, and tho "kill" is as in- 
stantaneous as that of a riflo bullet. 


As the undisputed loader of the noMe 


fiilcons, the very prince of these robber 
barons of the air, we may name Iho pere- 
grine falcon, better known in our country 
us the duck hawk. 
This dreaded hunter 


sights a flock, or a single bird, flying so 
high as to prcrludo its possible return to 
the ground before he can reach it. Ho then 
actually flies downward, adding tho tre- 
mendous impetus of his wings to the force 
of grnUty, and thus attaining a speed that 
tho CAU can barely follow. 


As ho ncars the- earth he sets his wings, 


iiml, without checking his speed, alters by 
u short curve tho direction of his flight 
from tho vertical to the horizontal. 
Thus 


sweeping along parallel to tho earth, with 


I fipei d that tho observer compares with 
ihnt of a cannon ball, he overtakes Uic ill 
'ated duck—itself one of tho swiftest of 
Hers—and, ^ith one stroke of its terrible 
talons,, deals the paralyzing blow. 


If tho duck falls In tliev.ater, the hawk, 


unlesh unusually hungry, seldom cares to 
regain it; il ou laud, lie descends to the 


iiptiKt, feeding only on certain choice mor- 
els, and lua\ing the rest to a less fastid- 
ons appetite. Indeed most of the falcons 
edt only uertain portions of their prey, 
und, us a rule, these arc by no meun.s Mich 
us human epicures regard us the choicest 
idbith.

ons, the department of agricultme at 
Washington, through the labors of the ob- 
«rvcr» attucliotl 1o the division of ormthol- 
gy and iimminulopy, has made some iii-

In one of tho most beautiful parts of tho 


volley of the Brandywine, not far -from 
where the historic strew in curves around 
the bold bluff of Point Lookout, there 
stood In Revolutionary days and still 
stands a farmhouse of the good old colo- 
nial type.

gathering, the tomatoes intended for pro- 
serving are spread out for somo hours in 
tho sun till the skin has somewhat shrunk.

Tho process now requires that 
it shall bo spread on flat plates, exposed to 
tho sun and stirred from time to time 
with a wooden spoon, so thnt tho upper 
part may not form a crust, while under- 
neath it remains soft.

sight when the women uro to be seen lilt- 
ting about an the roofs and terraces, at- 
tending to the deep red preserve, their col- 
ored handkerchiefs (lung on their heads to 
screen thorn from tho rays of tho burning 
sun when it is at its fiercest. In tho even- 
ing tho contents of tho various pl/jtos uro 
taken in und stirred up together, for il 
moistened by tho night dew the wholo 
would be spoiled. 
After being exposed to 


the sun for seven or oight days, the samo 
process being repeated each diiy, the pro- 
servo is finished and placed in jars for win- 
ter use. 


Though it is used by nil classes of per- 


sons, it is more necessary to the poor than 
to tho rich, for the latter can make use of 
tho fresh tomatoes preserved in tins. 
To- 


matoes may bo tinned whole, us we know 
from those usually imported into England 
from America. But in Italy tho fruit is 
usuully passed through a sieve, the piJp 
being then placed in tins, which are im- 
mediately soldered down und then put in 
boiling water for five minutes.

fulness,. And so with children. 
The posi 


tion in which they arc placed when put to 
bed should bo carefully attended to, as 
nightly variations in this may at least 
postpone tho advent of sleep, which is so 
essential to the welfare of tho growing 
bruins. Very little things serve gometimoi 
to induce sleep. 
Thus, tho mere turning 


of a pillow and tho application of its oolc 
surface to tho head and lace will, on occa- 
sion, prove the turning point in u struggle 
with sleeplessness.—New York Ledger.
